Craft Lands 
In E. Germany 


Demand For Return 
O f Army Officers 
M ade To Russians 


BERLIN CAP - A big U S hell- 
copter with eight Army officers 
and a sergeant aboard strayed 
into East Germany Saturday and 
landed in the hands of the Com­ 
munists 
The United States de­ 
manded the prompt return of the 
Army men and their craft.

eople of two c itie s — Venice in Italy and Bangkok in Thailand — 
live on the water. 
In Venice, a quarter of a million of its inhabitants go by boat in 
getting to and from their places of business, their homes, their shops. 
The city has 177 canals. All types of craft ply the waterways. Every­ 
where one sees the gondola, the tourist's delight. Besides, there are 
motorboats, the large gondolas and barges that carry fuel, foodstuffs and 
raw materials, the "vaporettos," or small steamers that carry com­ 
muters to and from their jobs. The police and firemen carry on by boat. 
The hospitals use water ambulances. 
Bangkok, the Thai capital, has been often referred to as the "Venice 
of the East.” Hundreds of canals and rivers wind in and along the city’s 
side streets. Some 100,000 people cling to life on or near the water. 
The floating markets are usually the busiest arenas of river life. In 
a colorful pattern of fruits, vegetables, gay sarongs and the babble of 
Thai and Chinese, the boat merchants and the customers carry on, 
undisturbed by the wide-eyed tourists or the saffron-robed Buddhist 
monks who come daily to beg for their food.

Attempts hav e been made during the Ro o se­ 
v elt and Eisenho wer 
Administratio ns to destro y th« 
two party sy stem . Ro o sev elt succeeded In estab­ 
lishing splinter gro ups in v ario us areas, using the 
Demo cratic Party as a general catch-all. 
The 
result was that during his regime the big city 
bo sses increased their po wer. 
Elsenho wer failed 
to unify the Republican and Demo cratic Parties in 
his perso n. Whereas de Gaulle do es say : 
“ I am 
France.” President Eisenho wer canno t say , “ I am 
the United States.” 


The opposition in the United States Ls a perm anent 
and wholesome institution. It will probably be strength­ 
ened in the 19 58 Congressional election. 
Thus, we 
come to the peculiar problem of New York Slate 
where the Republicans thus far have no acceptable 
candidate either for Governor or for United States 
Senator. By acceptable. 1 mean by the rank and file 
of the Republican Party .

helpful, they should not distort 
sight or create undue strain on 
the visual apparatus. Gla.ss or 
plastic leases are used; glass is 
p r e f e r r e d , 
especially 
when 
ground or polished. 
Curved lenses allow the frame 
to set closer to the ey es without 
contacting the lashe.s. They al.« o 
cut down retlection from the rear 
and protect against light from 
all sides. 
Sunglasses come in a number 
of colors lhat aflect color per­ 


ception 
in vary ing degrees. 
A 
neutral lens is available for the 
color blind, who are likely to 
contuse 
red 
and green signals 
when driving. 
In general, the darker the lens 
the 
better the filtering power. 
Most stores display a variety of 
shades 
and 
it 
is advisable to 
select the darkest. Make certain 
the color is ot equal density in 
the two lenses, as occasionally 
they are mismatched.

The political parties are breaking down in m any 
areas because 
as 
parties 
they 
stand 
for 
nothing 
distinctive. 
They have become vehicles Hor electing 
particular persons, without regard to party or princi­ 
ple*. who m anage to get them selves nom inated 
The 
voters are growing w eary of the sam e nam es, the 
attitudinizing, of the press agentry and the puffings. 
We have just witnessed in F rance, and it is being 
repeated in Italy, the consequences of the total break­ 
down of political parties. What has sustained govern­ 
m ent in the United States through the trying tim es of 
economic di*tre>' and international disturbance are 
two basic historical-political fact*: 
1. Fixed tenure in office for public officials, 
2. 
The two party system . 
While G reat Britain does not have fixed tenure ;n 
office for policy-making public officials, it has devel­ 
oped a perm anent civil service which is above party 
and a social system of rew ards, now centered in Queen 
Elizabeth ll, that m akes for stability. G reat B ritain 
ah o has the two party system . 


Attempts have been made during the Roose­ 
velt and Eisenhower Administrations to destroy the 
two party system. 
Roosevelt succeeded in eslsh- 
lishing splinter groups in various areas, using the 
Democratic Party as a general ratch-all. 
The 
result was that during his regime the big city 
bosses increased their power. 
Eisenhower failed 
to unify the Republican and Democratic Parties in 
his person. Whereas de Gaulle does say: 
“ I am 
France.” President Eisenhower cannot say, ‘‘I am 
the United States.” 


The opposition in the United States is a perm anent 
and wholesome institution. It will probably be strength­ 
ened in the 1958 Congressional election. 
Thus, we 
come to the peculiar problem of New York State 
where the R epublicans thus far have no acceptable 
candidate either for Governor or for United States 
Senator. 
By acceptable. I m ean by the rank and tile 
ol the Republican P arty. 
W hereas som e Republican 
leaders have pledged them selves to Nelson Rockefeller 
as Governor, the plain voters ask: 
“ Who is he?” 
‘ Where has he been all these y e a rs0’’ 
These are pertinent questions because if a m an 
ii running as a m em ber of a party, the assum ption 
must be that he has served that party over the years, 
that he represents it in some m anner, that he has the 
courage to stay with it in defeat as in victory. 
In a 
word. he belongs 
Nelson R ockefeller's public career 
has been 
principally 
in 
the 
Roosevelt 
New 
Deal 
Administration with som e overlay in the Trum an and 
^ E ise n h o w e r A dm inistrations. 


The Republicans in New York State have no 
candidate for United States Senator. They will be 
shopping around to discover someone to run who 
will find it equally advantageous to be elected or 
defeated. There are such candidates, hut they are 
usually not worth much to their party or to the 
country. 
The Democrats are quarrelling over 
prospective candidates. It begins to look as though 
New York City office-holders will have to be 
eliminated at this time for various reasons. The 
op-state 
names suggested 
are utterly unknown 
down-state 
It is a most unusual situation. 


The one m an who. by the turning wheel of fate, 
seems to be just right for the m om ent is Jam es A. 
Farley and the m ere suggestion ot the possibility 
evokes enthusiasm in both parties. 
His candidacy 
lu g gests regularity and the rules of the gam e, virtues 
that have too long been ignored.
